Washington, May 24.— The rapid lb- 
crease of Japan 'linimlgratton Into Ha- 
waii has attiactad the serious utteation 
Of the authorities here of late, and sev- 
eral official Inquiries baVe beeh aet on 
foot to learn jistant ot tbf invasion 
and how It )n checked. 

The reporis received by the imatgrar 
tion authorities are In line with the 
press dispatehea. statipg th^ tbe In- 
flux is steadily Increasiaf. Qna ofll-i 
clal report from a United States inspec- 
tor stationed at Honolulu state* that 
12,000 Japanese have arrived since the 
inlands were annexed to the Unitsd 
States. He also reports that in his 
opinion the total population of Asi- 
atlca by the end of the present year 
will exceed the total population of all 
other nationalitlea. 

Among official reports eomea one 
from an Inspector stationed on tbe Pa- 
cific coast, who was sent on a special 
mission to Investigate the causes cf 
this influx. He visited Japan as well 
aa Hawaii, aad the facts be obtained 
are expected to Aed maeh light on tha 
causes leading up to tha rseettt heavy 

arrivals of Asiatics. 

The inspector at Honolulu states 
that .one of the effecU of tbe heavy 
Inereaia of Japanese is to bring an 
race CMlfllcts between the Chinese and 
Japanese, the former being gradually 
outnumbered as the dominant Asiatic 
force in Hawaii. In a recent claab, it 
is stated by the report, several Chinese 
were killed and a number wounded." 

At the Japanese legation, it is said, 
the coming of Japanese to Hawaii pre- 
aents no new serious queatlom An 
official of tbe legation nM: 

"Japanese Jabor Is almoet essential 
In operating the large plantations in 
Hawaii, and it is naturally in much 
demand; but this is a condition Inher- 
ent to Hawaii, and tha Japanese gov- 
ernment and Japanese people ran not 
control it. Our government in no way 
assists or encourages immigration to 
Hawaii. There are immigration k^rok- 
ers and companies which carry on a 
flourishing boalness. but these have no 
government status. The only action 
of the government In the matter is to 
license brokers, in order to Insure the 
protection ot the Immigrants . against 
impoeltion. 

"Some of the Japanese have urged 
the population of Japan was so dense 
that there ought to be some outlet. But 
tbe government has never taken vp 
that idea, and there la no official sys- 
tem of deporting Japanese. 

"Since the islands were annrxeii tn 
the United States Hawaiian affairs af- 
fecting Japan rome under tbe legation 
here. But we have had no recent re- 
ports showing sn alarmlfig Increase In 
the Immigration. On the contrary we 
are inclined to believe it will fall off 
by the expiration of the 3-year term 
wblcb tbe immigrants spend abroad. 

"At any rate an Influx of Japanese 
can have no political significance what- 
ever. They have no vote, so that their 
Influence Is not exerted in shaping the 
atfalrs of the islands." 

AdTlMd Not to 8f>ll. 

Havana, May 24.— The SangolIIys, 
Lacret, Vl^aJ, Mayia, Rodrigues aad 
the late members of the Cuban mili- 
tary assembly, aided by the newspa- 
pers, are advising the Cuban soldiers 
not to give up their arms— "not to sell 
the souvenirs of thalr heroic struggle 
tor liberty," aad "not to part with 
their honor for $75." It Is pointed out 
that even Gomez, tn his proclamation, 
counselled t-he soldiers to go home 
wltb or without money. General 
Brooke, ot course, will proceed with 
his program without baadlag the op- 
position.

Whatever iooreaaea the prosperity of 
tbo dtisoM of a eommoolty, iMreasea 
the material wealth of that community. 
If your neighbor la prosperous, you will 
in a greater or leaa meaaure abare in that 
proaperlty. If the people of • dty have 
honorable employment by which they 
KCt an honest living, they are self-reapect-. 
ing and useful citizens. If, on the other 
hand, they are living in idlouii and 
poverty, tho tondoacy ii toward dtgrada- 
tion and panperisro. 

There are in this fair city of Maysville 
himdreda of boya and girla who are 
anziooalor employment, who are anxious 
to laara aomething which ehall malie 
them capable of making an honorable 
support. Tbey are willing and capable, 
bat We ata aony to aay th* opportonitleB 
are not presented to secure such employ- 
ment. It rests with tlie people who have 
the ability to do 60 to encourage enter- 
priaea which will give emplojrment to 
tboae of oar citiaana wlko are not now en- 
gaged in anything that is profitable. 

Thooaanda of dollars annually are ex- 
pended by onr city government in alma. 
Thia ia right and proper. It ia tli* part 
of humanity to take care of those who 
are not al)lu Xo take care of themselves 
and we utter no criticism whatever on 
the fact that thia ezpaaditara ia made, 
bat when we give alma to able-bodied 
m^n we are oftentimes making paupers 
of those who woald otherwise be useful 
citiaena. Woald it not be better then for 
oor city government to ptorido aome 
means of encouraging manufacturing en- 
terprises, ami thus give employnu iit tn 
Bach persons as are rendered he.lplcbs by 
reaaon of having no opportunity oAered 
them for earning an honeat living? 

We appeal to the ministers of thia city 
to take thia subject up, and while we are 
trying to Christianhie and bring into the 
church, let ua, aUio, aee that profitable 
emiiloyiiient is given to s^nch of our citi- 
zens as may desire it. While it ia a 
wrong view for any to entertain, yet it 
ia very hard to indace aomo men and 
women to come within the doora of the 
churches unless tliey are able to dress in 
a manner that will make them appear 
reapactible, and ao it beoomea tha duty 
of every Ohriatian to help the boya and 
girls, men and women, to become useful 
citizens and honorable church membera 
by affording them the meana of gaining 
an honeet livelihood. 

He that lives in a community m\ist 
have a broader view of his duty than 
that he owea only a duty to hia family, 
hia bualneaa and to hia church. Let us 
Ki t ua a hi)(her plane. Too long we have 
lrtg.ftHltiehiiiii while others pushed ahead. 
Too long have we had mternal discord 
an4#lihrencea. Let ua live ia the future 
in a mora progreaaivo manner. We must 
all pat our aboalders to the wheel with a 
firm determination to do all that ia in 
our power. The population of Maysville 
can baincfitaaed 50 par cent, ia tho next 
ten y^i^i and an era of prosperity in- 
aupura'ted which will be gratifying to all 
our citizens. 

I«t oa be more liberal in our ideaa, 
more liberal in our giving, more liberal 
in our doing, more earnest in our efTorts, 
and more determined in our actions. 
Then will anooeaa crown our eflorta and 
good reaalta be obtained from our eame^^t 
endeavors. The majority of the people 
of Maysville have demonatrated that they 
are dlapoaed to encooraga manufacturing. 
Let oa go t^ work and aecure the best 
claaa of manafaotariog industriet.

A Lively Scramble Un Amoof Kaataeky 
Bepakiieaas Over the eabanalarial 
MaaiiBatiea. 



[l.oiiUville EHspatcb.J 
The already disrupted Bepublicana 
over Kentucky will be thrown in a yet 
more diatressing state of conflicting in- 
terests because of the finally official an- 
nouncement by Col. Sam Stone that he 
is a ( andiilate for the Reputilioaii nomi- 
nation for Governor, and does not pro- 
pose to be Jostled off of the '^Aek. 

An interesting story lies back of the 
aunouncement of Col. Stone, who ia now 
creditad with tha support of such in- 
(liiential Republicans a« Collector John 
W. Verkea, of Danville, Sam J. Roberts, 
of Lexington, and strong Federal oflice- 
holders in different portions of the State. 

That fading light. Senator W. J. De- 
boe, some time ago took up Attorney 
General Taylor for the race. From 
Washington he wrote to Stone that Tay- 
lor was the adininistration candidate, 
and the graceful thing for Stone to do, 
for sake of party snocesa and harmony, 

was to quietly get nut of the way. 

It is but natural that one Republican 
should snapaot another, and Stone wrote 
several letters to trusted friends in Wash- 
ington who, after diligent inquiry, gave 
him every aasurance that the adminis- 
tration had no gubernatorial candidate 
in Kentucky. This was emphasized in a 
(loublo colnriiii editorial in ColU'ctor 
Roberta' paper, the Lexington Leader, 
who stands very dose to tha McKinley 
regioia. Learning of this, perhaps, De- 
boe returned to Frankfort, and, with 
more or less mild expostulatloD, sooght 
<p have Stone put a curb upon tliat atii- 
bition which the Senator iiiniself liad 
nurtured to the danger point. Stone 
was obdurate, smarting under what he 
looked upon aa deception akin to be- 
trayal. 

Deboe then sought for a compromise 
candidate In John Marshall, of this city, 

or State Treasurer (Jeorge W. Long, but 
neither of these would be led to the aac- 
Vifiee. Failing to get Stona from tha 
trark nr to t-volve a coniproniiee man, 
Debue renewed his energies on behalf of 
Taylor as the one with whose aid he 
cuuld revenge himself upon tha recalci- 
trant Stone. / 

The beautiful result is that Stone now 
defies Deboe with even more confidence 
than Ajaz did the lightning, and it ia 
whispered that bis backing is such as 
bodes ill to any Republican opponent. 

Governor Bradley is not aswinat Stone, 
nor is he against Pratt, but is openly 
hostile to Taylor. The situation is be- 
coming pronoancedly one of a Todd* 
Hunter-Bradley oomblne iwainat Taylor 
and Deboe. 

I>uriog the fight of George D. Todd on 
Congraaamaa Evans' re-election the ad- 
ministratioii took Kentucky affairs from 
Todd and tumad tham over to Deboe. 

That tha administration seems to have 
absorbed the idea that DeUM was a 
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strong party Iradar ia this aectios, but 

later developmentB fully warrant the 
conclnsion that the administration baa 
dieooverad that tha DMmm "posh" does 
not come up to the bill of lading, hence 
there ia at Washington a weakening, 
materially ao, in confidence accorded to 
Deboe, aooompanied by an inclination to 
let Kentucky Republicans scrap it ont

For poultry, bran is valnable hecaate 
of its nitrofian and carbon; it also con- 
tains mineral matters which chickens 

need and in which many grains Hre de- 
Bcient. Therefore, in connection with 
other food, let the hens have bran. 

The demand for pnro bred bulls of th 
beef breeds still continues, and prices for 
prime stock will doubtless remain good 
for several years, as the demand is large 
and the supply limited. 

In rearing steers for the production of 
beel, the qoality of the individual ani 
male has mttcb to do with the financial 
results, tiood uraiie steers have in ide 
an average daily gain of 2.3 pounds dur 
ing the first year of age, when the weigh 
at birth was included. We should be 
slow to dravw conclusions regarding the 
relative value of the different improved 
breeds of cattle for making beef, as the 
food, individuality, etc., of the animals 
exert so marked an influence. Some ani 
raals are more capable of producing beef 
of higher qaality than others. The su 
periority (jf beef Vjreeds appears to be 
largely due to their tendency to mature 
early, and to produce httdi^ bffh qual- 
ity. Animsls without improved blood are 
not capable of making gains so rapidly as 
those of good breeding, altbongh tsdwith 
the same liberality^ 

To get a piece of land perfectly free 
from small brush, a very cheap as well as 
a perfect way of cleaning it is to pasture 
sheep upon it for two or three seasons, 
when all brush email enough for the 
sheep to reach at the tops will be eaten 
clean of leaves, and the bkieh will in a 
very short time dry ofTand decay. 

A. W. <& Z. T. Young and tenants, the 
Messrs. Foley, of Flat Creek neigbbo 
hood, Bath County, sold their crops of 
tobacco, amounting to 70,000 pounds, to 
Waller Sharp at Hjcents. 

Progressive Farmer: "Cutworms are 
bard to catch, as they keep bidden daring 
the day. Tsually they do but little dam< 
age if the garden is plowed very earTy in 
the spring and allowed to freete and thaw 
a few times. A good way to kill them is 
to sprinkle paris green on slices of pota- 
toes and lay theat pieces on freshly set 
out plants." 

Paris green kills potato bugs in a very 
short time. Most people nse the mix- 
ture too strong. Two ounces to fifty gal- 
lans of water is effectual if the mixture is 
kept oonstantly hih m-i.
